Lights go out in Didsbury Saturday

Almost 1600 

E'ortisAlberta customers in 
Didsbury and rural Olds 
lost power Saturday night 
due to a broken distribu¬ 
tion line off Highway 2A, 
half a mile south of Olds. 

The break was witnessed 
by county resident Jenny 
Baptist, who was driving 
east down Twp. Hd. 324 
when she saw a flash at the 
top of a power pole. 

“There was a bright light 
and a bang and sparks 
going everywhere," Baptist 
said. 

“I was on the phone with 


my mom and said, ‘Um, 
something’s happening.’ ” 

Baptist called 911 and 
reported the incident, and 
emergency crews respond¬ 
ed within minutes but were 
unable to immediately 
locate the broken line on or 
off the gravel road. It was 
Jenny’s father Brian, who 
had driven up from 
Didsbury with wife Brenda 
after hearing about the 
incident from his daughter, 
w ho finally spotted the bro¬ 
ken line curled over the 
bank of community mail¬ 
boxes immediately south 
of the Olds College proper¬ 
ty. 

The line break knocked 


out power for the east half 
of Didsbury from 9:12 p.m. 
to 9:50 p.m., said Fort is 
communications director 
Jennifer MacGowan. 

“We switched what we 
could as quickly as possi¬ 
ble to get the majority of 
customers back on as 
quickly as possible," 
MacGowan said. 

About 110 rural cus¬ 
tomers remained offline 
until 11:30 p.m., when 
power was restored. 

“We believe, but we are 
not exactly sure, that it 
may have been a goose that 
caused it," MacGowan said. 
“It’s one of those fluke 
things that happen.” 


Jenny Baptist confirmed 
that suspicion, saying the 
next day she drove by the 
site and saw a dead goose 
lying in a pool of water and 
“feathers everywhere.” 

MacGowan said Fortis 
had installed bird markers 
on the line that came 
down. 

“Bird markers are orange 
reflective markers, which 
make the line more visible 
to birds and help reduce 
collisions between 00 and 
90 per cent,” she said. “In 
this case, the power went 
off later in the evening 
when it was dark so the 
goose would not have seen 
the marker." 


A waiting list has already started and continues to grow 
at the Didsbury Municipal Library for people wanting to 
try out different eBook readers. 

The readers, electronic devices that allow a person to 
download books and other documents to read, have taken 
off in popularity. 

Last April the library started offering e-downloads and 
there were a total of 391 for all of Parkland Regional 
Library system. Of the 391, 373 were of e-audio books, 
explained Inez Kosinski, Didsbury library director. By 
December of 2010 there were 1,109 downloads, of which 
only 376 were audio books. 

“The- use of the ebook is growing dramatically," wrote 
Kosinski in an e-mail. “The total for 2010 was 6,143. The 
trend continues in 2011, with the first three months show¬ 
ing total downloads of 4,334.” 

Now, the library is also loaning out the readers, for peo¬ 
ple interested in trying out the technology. 

“Some people are hesitant to try it because they think, 
‘there goes the print,”' said Donna Christensen who’s been 
organizing the launch of the readers. “But it’s just a differ¬ 
ent format, like audio books.” 

With donations from the Friends of the Library, 
Christenson was able to purchase three different readers 
that are compatible with loaning books from the library: 
the Sony, the Kobo and Aluratek. Right now between 
three and four people are on the w r ait-list for each device. 
And with a three-week loan period, some people are 
patiently waiting their chance to try out the new toys. 

“I haven't loaned any books yet but I definitely will 
once I get used to using it and once the selection builds up 
a bit more,” explained Lee-Anne Akister from Didsbury, a 
recent convert to the readers. She said she downloaded 
the Kobo app to her Smartphone and has started down¬ 
loading books that way. 

“I prefer the paper books but it’s nice to have if I’m out 
or in a waiting room somewhere where I don’t have my 
book with me,"she said. 

While some are hesitant to shift from the traditional 
paper-bound copy to tin- electronic hand-held version, 
Christenson said others art* reaping the benefits. 

“All my books are on here so I don’t have to worry about 
forgetting it at home, or leaving it at work. It fits in my 
purse and I always have it on me,” she said as one exam¬ 
ple of its benefit. 

But she also hopes the readers can benefit seniors, who 
need large print books to read. She said one complaint she 
typically hears when visiting the Lodge, is the large print 
books are too heavy to hold. The toys, small and light, 
have the ability for readers to choose the font size, and 
Christenson hopes to motivate some of the seniors to 
make the switch. 

“This is just a different format to access to informat ion.” 

The library currently offers 7(H) ebooks to loan. Kosinski 
said their plan is to introduce 200 new ebooks a year for 
the next four years.

has offered to provide 
services into the three 
areas for the first two 
years. 

Robbin Bowman, chair 
of the project, said they 
need $25,000 and are 
$7,400 shy of reaching 
the first third of the 
money. She said once 
they secure the $10,000 
they’ll have enough to gt 
started. Representatives 
from the RRHS told 
Bowman that’s all the 
committee will need to 
get the buses running. 

The project has received 
donations of $5,000, 
$6,000, and $6,000 from 
the Rosebud Foundation,

So far, the money raised 
has been through grants 
and donations and the 
group said once it gets 
started, it hopes to remain 
self-sustainable. 

“We just recently sent 
out a letter to different 
groups within the com¬ 
munity who maybe did¬ 
n’t know what was hap¬ 
pening ... we’re trying to 
get more community 
groups on board. ... any 
support people can give 
we’re absolutely open 
to,” said Leutschaft. 

The Didsbury Lions 
were one group 
approached by the Tri- 
Transportation group. 
They also run a shuttle 
service three days a week 
and offer door-to-door 
services to anyone in 
town that requests it. 
Their service is strictly in- 
town only. Offering their 
bus to the group to get 


started was an idea tossed 
around. 

The Lions’ handibus is a 
significant drain on the 
club with approximately 
$22,000 going towards 
the upkeep and mainte¬ 
nance of the bus, as well 
as fuel, insurance and the 
cost to pay drivers. Being 
able to help the Tri- 
Transportation group with 
a set of wheels was sug¬ 
gested as an offer back in 
November, and some¬ 
thing the club said it 
would still be interested 
in looking at. 

The Tri-Transportation 
Committee can’t say for 
certain when it will get 
that last chunk of funding 
but has already shaved 
$6,000 down from the 
total it held just two 
weeks ago. 

“We need to make sure 
we have the money, the 
funding to go through 
with everything. We have 
eager committee mem¬ 
bers, we have Rocky 
handibus members ready 
to go. It now sits 
on the funding we’re 
waiting for,” said 
Leutschaft. 


Sold on Giving 


A shuttle service aimed 
at getting people to 
appointments outside of 
Didsbury is almost ready 
to begin, said committee 
coordinators. 

The service, the Tri- 
Transportation Project, 
started as an idea in 
February 2010 when 
FCSS coordinators in 
Didsbury, Carstairs and 
Cremona recognized a 
need for 

a low cost shuttle 
service for people in 
town without proper 
transportation. 

“There’s definitely cries 
from mental health work¬ 
ers who need to get 
clients to appointments,” 
said Jolene Leutschaft of 
Didsbury FCSS, as an 
example.

New area structure 
plan gets first 
reading 

Council approved first 
reading of a new area 
structure plan for the 
development of 

Copperview Landing, a 
proposed subdivision 
planned for the northeast 
section of town. Westwinds 
I-and Development Inc. and 
Brown and Associates have 
partnered to develop the 
area structure plan that 
takes up approximately 
65 hectares of land in 
the recently annexed 
land acfjacent to Mountain 
View County. A public 


hearing will be held later 
this month. 

Council agrees on 
fee cap 

Council passed an 
amendment to a current 
franchise fee bylaw to set a 
cap at 20 per cent. 
Currently, council has 
agreed to have a seven per 
cent franchise fee with 
Fort is Alberta, an increase 
from five per cent last 
year. The increased fee, 
that will appear on electri¬ 
cal bills starting in March 
will result in a $12.61 
increase per year for the 
average consumer. In total 
the town will take in $117, 
470 in revenue, $49, 739 


more than what the town 
would receive if council 
decided to remain al five 
per cent. 

Borrowing approved 
for development 

Council authorized a 
loan from the Alberta 
Capital Finance Authority 
to finance the develop¬ 
ment of Shanz Crossing at 
an estimated $1.7 million. 
“We’re trying to nail 
down what type of 
design will be best suit¬ 
ed to make sure we have 
the absorption for the 
costs," said CFO Kynan 
Larson to council last 
week. He said the esti¬ 
mates are for the first 


phase of the development, 
to cover studies, engineer¬ 
ing and on- and off-site 
costs. Exact costs and 
sizes of lots are still on 
hold while council waits on 
a few details, explained 
Brian Wittal, mayor, after 
the meeting. “The rail 
access will influence the 
layout," he said, explaining 
the town’s waiting to hear 
if it can use a spur line for 
access into the Crossing. 
“We don’t know the final 
dollar amount for infra¬ 
structure because we’re 
waiting on a few details. 
But we have the funding 
in place and can draw 
from there.”

Wait-time improve¬ 
ments good news 
for all Albertans

Wait-time improvements good 
news for all Albertans 
News that wait times at Alberta 
hospitals are on the downswing is 
good news for patients, their fami¬ 
lies and health-care providers - 
and perhaps proof t hat the general 
public can sometimes still have an impact on govern¬ 
ment action. 

Last week, Alberta Health Services announced that 
wait times in many hospitals have dropped off in 
recent days, reversing a troubling trend that had 
been building over the past several years. 

Concern voiced by residents across the province 
over increasing wait times in emergency rooms last 
fall and early this year prompted Alberta Health 
Services to implement steps to address those wor¬ 
ries. 

Those measures included a number of good invest¬ 
ments in the vital health system provincewide: 

• Adding 1,300 continuing care beds by the end of 
March, additional capacity AHS says has allowed the 
freeing up of hospital beds currently occupied by 
patients whose health needs are better served in a 
long-term care facility or a supportive living environ¬ 
ment. 

• Adding 360 new hospital beds by the end of 
March. Those beds include surge capacity beds, as 
well as transition beds, detox beds, hospice beds, 
and Medical Assessment Units that reduce pressures 
in emergency departments. 

• Informing patients about their care options 
because, Alberta Health said, some health needs are 
best met in places other than a hospital emergency 
department, places such as a family doctor’s office or 
an urgent care centre. 

• And increasing home care spending in an effort 
to keep seniors in their homes and reduce the num¬ 
ber of avoidable emergency visits. 

“We have emphasized the importance of tackling 
wait times — not just in emergency departments, but 
everywhere we can provide care,” said Alberta 
Health Services’ acting CEO Dr. Chris Eagle. 

“We’ve implemented new protocols to provide 
additional surge capacity when demand on emer¬ 
gency departments and across the health system 
reaches critical thresholds.” 

And although Alberta Health Services has not yet 
reached its benchmark goals when it comes to over¬ 
all ER waiting times - four hours from triage to dis¬ 
charge for patients who do not need hospital admis¬ 
sion, and eight hours from triage to bed placement 
for patients who require hospital admission - the lat¬ 
est news is good news for patients and their families. 

At a t ime when federal politicians are fighting it out 
with attack ads, recriminations and mudslinging. it’s 
nice to see the Stelmach government and its health¬ 
care partners listening to public concerns and taking 
positive action. 

Perhaps federal leaders could take a lesson or two 
from their provincial counterparts and try listening 
to public concerns and input for a change? Then 
again, maybe that’s too much to ask.

It doesn’t take long to vote 


Do you have 8.4 seconds 
a day to assist in running 
one of the freest countries 
in the world? Eight point 
four seconds to engage in a 
process that at times seems 
useless but remains 
extremely important to our 
way of life? 

Around the world we see 
people in nations like 
Tunisian, Egypt, the Ivory 
Coast and Libya all rising 
up in the name of democra¬ 
cy. Young and old alike are 
rising up, standing side by 
side for free and democrat¬ 
ic elections. Here in 
Canada many of us just 
don’t set-m to share that 
same passion for freedoms 
or responsibility. 

How much time does it 
really take? Here is the 
quick look at the time com¬ 
mitment required to vote. 

In the average life time

A group of Didsbury 
women has stitched, stuffed 
and shipped over 50 hand¬ 
made dolls to children in 
Guatemala. 

“It’s very rewarding to see 
the pictures of the children 
and see their smiling faces,” 
said Ethel Ryckman, one of 
the volunteers with the 
Didsbury Hospital Ladies 
Auxilary. 

The group, who volunteer 
their time and raise money 
for Units 3 and 4 at the hos- 
pital came across the Izzy 
Doll pattern last year. 

The pattern a simple doll 
design knitted together and 
stuffed - was created in 
1994 as a gift to give to chil¬ 
dren who don’t have much 
in wartom countries. 

The group, who are 


always using their skills to 
make shawls, pillows or 
anything comfortable, 
wanted to find the right 
home for the brightly 
coloured cuddly toys. 

Maureen McTavish's 
daughter, a doctor out of 
Salmon Arm, B.C., was 
heading to Guatemala as 
part of Doctors in Action 
and suggested bringing the 
dolls for the children. 

“They were stuffed into 
the suitcases and used to 
pad their belongings," 
laughed Sharon Barefoot at 
the thought of the dolls pok¬ 
ing out from the luggage. 

“The children can’t get 
hurt from them, they’re 
easy to wash, they’re just so 
soft, safe and cuddly. And 
can be loved by boys or 
girls." 

The dolls went to a hospi¬ 
tal and orphanage in 


Patzun, Guatemala and a 
stack of photos that came 
back with McTavish 
showed kids carrying their 
new dolls everywhere. 

Five women were respon¬ 
sible for putting the dolls 
together, but the auxiliary 
agrees it was a joint effort 
to hunt down yam and 
stuffing from thrift stores 
for material. 

“Tliis volunteer group is 
doing something to benefit 
people elsewhere in the 
world,” said Dawna Faryna, 
volunteer coordinator for 
Didsbury District Health 
Services. “It’s a small contri¬ 
bution but it says a lot. This 
auxiliary isn’t just helping 
out with health-care needs 
here, but elsewhere in tin* 
world. 1 think that’s special 
in itself." 

The group has been

They also won two awards 
at a national level in 2006 
and 2008. 

“They’ve done a lot to 
contribute to the communi¬ 
ty and I think the ladies are 
great role models to repre¬ 
sent Didsbury,” said Faryna. 

The group is submitting a 
photo of the dolls for the 
provincial photo contest 
this year and Is hopeful but 
humble about the results. 

“It’s the camaraderie,” 
said Barefoot of what keeps 
her volunteering. “When I 
look around the table I feel 
I’m amongst friends.”
